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MISPLACED ABILITY. 


Many Feepie Whe Will Net Admit That 
They Werk fora Living. 

We all know that there is suffering be- 

yond expression in every populous commun- 
ity, and it is especially hard when there 
are willing hands with nothing todo. ‘The 
condition is the more deplorable and the 
more discouraging in that it is largely un- 
necessary. It is the result of misplaced 
ability. It isthe over-stocking the market. 
It is a condition not fally remediable by 
any amount of good will or benevolence cn 
the part of business men, much less by 
scolding or denouncing on the part of men 
whose services are not in demand. Ina 
given community there is 80 much work to 
be done. If hands enough for five-fold or 
even two-fold the work sre show:, there 
must be disappointment. The experience 
of the world has not taught how to bring 
work and workers together. Hence the dis 
proportion, and if anyone is to be scolded on 
account of it, certainly it is not the man or 
the commu city that does not need the work, 
though there may be a general indictment 
of present-day civilization. One not ac- 
quainted with our civilization might in- 
fer from various signs that it warrants a 
title to wages without the old prerequisite 
of earning ; that work is gratuitous, wages 
compulsory. From other signs, he might 
infer that work is considered degrading, 
particularly when the work is made essen- 
tial to bread. There are everywhere young 
men and women who are ashamed to say 
that their fathers were farmers, or mechanics, 
though really no occupations can be more 
honorable, and there are many who do not 
like to admit that they are compelled to 
work for a living. 

Numerous vices of civilization, added to 
those that have been retained from barbar- 
ism, have been weakening the race, so that 
life at every stage and in almost every pur- 
suit has been losing force or integrity, pre- 
paring the way for all sorts of idle tancies 
and mischievous reasoning in business and 
in politics. Nobody can afford to throw 
stones at his neighbor. Everyone, whether 
rich or poor, employer or employed, has 
sins enough of his own. Always, it has 
been held by the honest and industrious 
that one who seeks help should himself do 
his best. What may be his best? It may 
be work on a farm ; it may be work at low 
wages. But he used to live on a tarm and 
got tired of it!

PRECAUTIONS TAKEN it TRANS- 
PORTING THE EXPLOSIVE. 


All Fires on the Lydian Menarch Pat 
Oul Belure she took On Her Conusign- 
ment and Again Before It was Un 
loaded. 


The Wilson line steamship Lydian Mon- 
arch, Capt. W.S. Morgan, arrived in New 
York from London on Sunday morning, 
having on board ten tonsa of smokeless 
powder. Ten tons of powder, smokeless 
or any other kind, is a ticklish thing for a 
steamship to carry, but the officers of the 
Lydian Monarch say they have been carry- 
ing powder for years ard have never had an 
accident. Great precautions are taken. 
The steamer is not permitted to take the 
powder aboard until she has left London, 
and when New York is reached she must 
discharge the explosive portion of her cargo 
before docking. The smokeless powder 
that came over on the Lydian Monarch was 
packed in half-pound copper cans, one hun- 
dred of which were carried in a wooden case 
lined with zinc. 

The Lydian Monarch took on an assorted 
cargo at London and steamed to a point off 
Gravesend, where lighters havingon board 
the cases of powder were in waiting. He- 
fore she was allowed to get near the small- 
er craftall her fires were put out. Even 
the galley stove was extinguistied, ana 
every match on board was stowed safely 
away, far from the spot where the powder 
‘was to be placed. Then the lighters came 
alongside, and tke work of getting the 
powder on board was begun. Just before 
things were ready for the powder the sea- 
men on the steamer, who are indulged un- 
til the last moment, were required to Jay 
aside their pipes, so that when the first 
case of powder was lifted over the rail 
there was not so much as a spark any- 
where on thesteamer. Despite the weight 
of thecases they were taken on board by 
the men. A hoisting machine would re- 
quire an engine, aud an engine a_ fire, all 
of which wouli have been in violation of 
the law. 

When the Lydian Monarch left London 
she was laden to her capacity, except on 
the starboard side of the lower deck aft. 
In this part of the steamer a sort of wooden 
cage, not uolike a huge chicken céop, had 
been built for the reception of the powder. 
It was made of heavy boards, nailed togeth- 
er with copper nails, and was just beside 
the main hatchway. The cases of powder

SCIENTIFIC NOTES. 


The United States Consul at Odesss 
Russia, reports to the State Depart meat 
that of 793 cases treated at th bacteriolog- 
ical station for a year for hydrophobia by 
the Pasteur method but six died, all chil- 
dren. 

The Italians have established a water- 
power elestric plant at Tivoli, and wil 
transmit 2,000 horse-power eighteen miles 
across the Campagna to Rome. The streets 
of Rome will then be lighted by electri- 
city. 

It has been computed that the death 
rate of the globe is 63 per minute, 97,790 
per day, or 35,717,790 per year. The birth 
rate is 70 per minate, 100,800 per day, or 
36,817,200 per year, reckoning the year to 
be 365 1-4 days in length.

A fish exerts its creat propulsive power 
with its tail, not ita fine.

It is now shown 
that the. fins of the tail actually perform 
the evolutions described by the propeller 
blades, and that the fish in its sinuous mo- 
tion through the water depends on the 
torsional action of the tail to give it power. 

A system of electric lighting is being 
put in at Juneau, one of the beat known of 
Alaskan settlements—a place of 2,000 
inhabitants. When completed this will 
be the first central electric light plant in 
tne territory. Electricity, however, has 
been used for some time in a limited way 
in the Alaska minez. Water-power is 
abundant everywhere, audthe current is 
generated on the streams and carried to 
the mines by cables. 

For every degree of temperature of the 
air there is ® maximum limit of water 
vapour te the cubic inch which the air 1s 
capable of bearing.

A WORD TO YOUNG MEN. 


|@e Way Reach e sean er He May Be 
Threwn on the Bank at Any Turn eof 
the Cerrent. 


There 1s a word to be said to young 
men; not aharsk word but a word of 
pricey and kindly counsel And here is 
the reason for it—namely, because a good 
start goes aionz way toward a good end- 
ing. Ifthe bullet leaves the ritle barrel 
with only a slight divergence from the 
right direction, it may uever hit the target 
at all, for the further it goes the more wide 
of the mark it is; but if it leaves the Larrel 
perfectly aimedfor the centre of the targe:, 
it is safe to predict a good shot. If a 
young man isequipped with the right 
ideas the chances are in favor of his being 
of some value to the world ; but if when he 
stands on the threshold of iife he has no 
controlling moral principle, heis like a 
chip on the surface of a freshet—that is, he 
may, if he has rare good fortune, reach the 
sea, or he may be thrown on the bank at 
any turn of the current. It is impossible, 
therefore, to exaggerate the necessity of a 
fine equipment, because the fate of the soul 
long after this life has ended, may depend 
on it. While it is possible for a boy with 
® miud full of mistaken ideas to throw them 
aside one after the other as he proceeds on 
his journey, it is also true that hs runs 
great risks and will probably end his 
career with an armful ‘of regrets and a 
handfal of real happiness. 

Now, there is no subject on which there 
are more false notions than on the subject 
of money. It is a good thing to have 
money and a good thing to work for it, but 
you must be careful not to pay too large a 
price forit. As the servant of a noble man 
money is exceedingly valuable, for it fur- 
nishes opportunities to enlarge the scope of 
charity and benevolence. As the master of 
aniggardly man it develops the meaner 
qualities of human nature and makes its 
possessor a mere caricature. The world is 
all wrong in this matter and you will re 
quire a deal of independence to put your- 


self right. There isin the community an 
overestimate of wealth which is very demor- 
alizing. The preacher makes a catalogue 
in which wisdom stands at the head and 
money follows as of secondary importance ; 
but modern society reverses the order and 
puts money first, with wisdom far below it. 
We do‘f onr hats to one who has wealth 
bat no character, and hardly recognize one 
who has an honest character but no money. 
The result is that we work too hard for 
money and have too light an opinion of 
character. If truth be told it 13, after all, 
the men of character and not the men of 
money who have mase the world what it is. 
That fact stands in the foreground of all 
thoughful observation likea towering monu- 
ment against tlre sky. If we were compelled 
to do without the one or the other it would 
be sheer insanity to dispense with men of 
character and retain the men of money. 

Let us be clear on this point. The 
clergy are apt to talk ab out “filthy lucre.” 
But do not be ledastray. Money is never 
filthy unless it makes the soul that seeks 
it filthy. Itvis your right to labor for it 
and your right to get it if youcan. You 
are justified in laying plans for its acquisi- 
tion, because there isa glorious satisfaction 
in the thought. that you will want for 
nothing in your old age and your dear ones 
will be ampiy provided for. But have a 
care that youdo not come to think that 
your happiness depends on it, because after 
all is said, there are more happy poor men 
than happy rich men. for that matter, 
itis a graveerror to suppose that money 

can itself make you happy without the 
porsession of other qualities which will 
| enable you to enjoy it and do good with it. 
The business of the world isclosely re- 
lated to the progress of the world. Itis s 
noble calling that of the business man, and 
oue which God looks upon with tender 
regard. Money and philanthropy are 
twins, born of the same good mother, two 
children of beauty and grace. The mer- 
chant’s work is just as Providentgial as that 
ofthe clergymen, and his mission, if he 
rightly understands it, is just as impor- 
tant. If the consecrating hanide of the 
Holy Spirit are laid on the head of the 
preacher and he is thus devoted to a spec- 
ial task, so are the same hands laid in 
equal consecration on the head of the 
young man who starts op a business career, 
and he is laid under solemn obligations to 
he useful to his fellows. Thatisa truth 
which cannot be too keenly appreciated. 
We cannot get along without money mak- 
ing, and the one thing we insist on, there- 
fore, is that the meney makers shail be 
{honest in their dealings and keep their 
consciences in goed trim. 

More than that, the business man 
preaches the gospel of rectitude more effec- 
| tively than the clergy can do 1t. A noble 
| deed ia better than a noble word. The 

word may incite to the deed, but when we 
t to heaven the merchant who has ied a 
pure life will occupy as high @ piace as the 
minister who told him how todoit. George 
Peabody’s life outweighs the sermons of a 
century. Such aman talks to the whole 
race, and tis voice is not hushed when he 
dies. As the light of a distant star floods 
the earth long after the star iteelf has been 
extinguished, so the uprightness and integ- 
rity of the merchant exert untold influence 
long after a sorrowing people have laid him 
in his reating piace. This, then, is the ad- 
vice we offer :—Let your ambition run bigh 
and eeck its realifsticn by hard work, but 
remember that it iss mau’s soul and not 
his pocketbook which goes toheaven. You 
can get on without riches if need be, bat 
ou cannot get on without aclcanconscience. 
ase money, but do not worrhipit. Pay 
@ gond price for it, but not more than it is 
worth. Honest dollars hurt no one, but 
dishonest gaine are a consuming fire.

When eelling milk, quantity is usnally the 
principal article to be considered, while in 
making butter it isthe quantity of solids 
that are in the butter that deterntines the 
question of value. Wath too many milk is 
ie milk, and if a cow gives a good quantity 
rhe is considered a good dairy cow, and in 
consequence a really good cow is made to 
make up what is lost with another whose 
chief recommendation is the quantity of milk 
the gives. Ee 

It is on this point that many fail to 
make dairying pay. Too many cows are 
kept thatare in reality skim milk cows, 
The only safe plan when cows are kept to 
make butter for market is to test each one 
and determine the quantity of cream and 
butter that can be secured from her milk 
rather than to let the quantity of milk she 
givee aloue determine her value.

For Young Housekeepers. 
When ironing starched clothes have a bit 
of beeswax tied in a piece of muslin to rub 
the sad-irons.

MR. SHAUGHNESSY HOPEFUL. 


The Unilway Magnate Looks for an Im- 
provement in Trade. 

Spesking of the reduction of nearly one 
million dollars in the net profits of the 
c. P. B. for the psst six months, Mr. 
Shaughnessy, the Vice- President, said the 
other day, that while trade in Canada was 
affected by the depression in the States, 
there is another reason for the great de- 
crease in their receipts. Every transatlan- 
tic road must suffer when the staple pro- 
duc: of che country touches a low point. 
The prosperity of the C. P. R. is largely 
determined Ly the prosperity of the farmers 
along the line of route in the North-West. 
We have to carry, he said, the product of 
the country out at rates which the farmer 
thinks high, but which in reality do not 
pay usatall. It is not what we bring out, 
but what we carry in, that pays. Now, if 
the farmer can get only 40 cents for his 


wheat instead of 65, it follows that he is 
unable to bring much in, and this is where 
we experience the falling off. Thiswill apply 
to any other product aswellas wheat. Wher- 
ever it be, the transatlantic line has long 
haulagés and small rates, but counts upon 
& profit on the goods which will be brought 
in by the farmers in return for the price of 
their product. The policy of retrenchment 


has applied to travelling as well as buying. ° 


When the depression is acute it makes it- 
self felt in the minute things of trade and 
social life as well as in the large concerns 
in which the millions are involved. 
We oufselves have reduced our stock and 
materigl to the lowest point,and this poiicy 
has been felt alike in the warehouse and the 
home. - But we are more happily circum- 
stanced than many of the American roads 
who have suffered from the depression, in 
that, when a revival of trade does come, 
our present staff, which has to be maintain- 
ed all slong the line to work the system, 


will be able to cope with it, whereas they 
have greatly to increase their expenses. [ 
think we have reached the lowest point. 


am hopeful of a revival now that the tariff 
question is settled and the manufacturing 
and other interests have the stimulus of 
certitude to renew their opecations.

Englizh nurse, died in the Winter Palace, 
writes a correspondent. It was a gloomy 
day, with thin, moist snow dropping down 
from the blotched sky, and every row and 


then a swirl of biting wind blowing up the 


frozen Neva. 

For weeks I had been searching night 
and day through Russia for information 
bearing: upon the persecution of the Jews, 
and my steps had taken me into the very 
heart of the great empire. But wherever I 
went the figure of the Czar was always present 
in my mind asI saw him riding with his 
cuirassiers—glittering from head to foot—a 
smiling arrogant giant, striding his ponder- 
ous black charger with a graceful ease not 
to be looked for in a man so massive. 
That was the only time [ had seen the Czar 
with a military escort—for he usually drives 
through the streets of his capi al uanac- 
companied, save by an side-de-camp—but 
the sight was enough to fix him in my 
memory as the incarnation of brute force, 
splendid and terrible. 

On the day I speak of a messenger rode 
to the Anitchkoff Palace, on the Nevski 
Prospect, to tell the Czar that his nurse 
was dead ; and on his way he had to ride 
over the very spot where the last Czar was 
assassinated. Alexander III. is not a 
sentimental man, He inherited none of his 
father’s sensitive qualities. But the love he 
had for his nurse surpassed everything else 
in his nature. ‘‘ Kitty” he called her. She 
was his second mother, his guardian spirit. 
His sluggish heart went out to her and his 
face alwaye brightened at the sound of her 
voice, . 

And she was dead. The Czar hurried 
through the storm to the Winter Palace 
and went tothe darkened room where the 
women had laid her body draped for the 
grave. He threw himself on his knees and 
wept on hercold bosom. The attendants 
stole from the roomand left him alone 
with his grief. Then he carried her body 
tenderly and laid her in her coffin, arrang- 
ing the flowers about her head, folding her 
hands on her breast and kissing the white 
face. For a long time he stayed in the 
room, watching and praying.- When he 
came out of the hushed cnainber there was 
a look in his face that no one had ever 
seen there before. 

She had alwavs been iike a mother to 
him and he had always been like a son to 
her. Inthe old days, when his elder bre- 
ther wasliving, Alexander was always her 
favorite, and the awkward, neglected boy 
responded to her touch. His brother was 
heir to the throne, and Alexander received 
little attention. He was simply trained as 
a soldier, sotkat in time he might com- 
mand the imperial (ruard. 

While his favored brother was preparing 
himself to reign Alexander was learning to 
love soldiery. Physicaily he was a giant, 
taller and stronger than any of his fellows. 
His dull, heavy mind adapted itself natur- 
ally to his. environment. He was a born 
soldier, sullen overbearing, and without 
fear. Nature had cast him in a heroic 
mould. He knew how to obey azd did 
not need to be taught how to command, 
His rough temper and heavy hand inspired 
fear. 

To his nurse he was always Sarsha—the 
affectionate diminutive of Alcexander— 
and to the day-of her death she called him 
by that pet name. Years after, when he 
came home from the war with Turkey, a 
successful general flushed with victory, he 
sought out Mrs. Strutton first of ail, and, 
throwing his arms around the pale English- 
woman who had mothered his early years, 
he kissed her. and looked down into her 
beaming face. 

**What do you thiak of me now, Kitty ” 
he cried. ‘*Are you ashamed of me?” 

**Youare a brave soldier and a good son 


of your father, God be praised!” she said. | 


“Iam proud of you, Sarsha. You have 
coverel yourself with honor.” 

The burly soldier lifted his nurse off her 
feet and yave her a hug that she oftea 
spoke about, for Alexander was even then 
the strongest man in the Russian Kampire, 
and his hug wasno joke. Not longago the 
Czar rolled up a silver plate with his hands 
in the presence of the present German 
Emperor, who had asked him to display 
his strength. 

On that other day, when they brought 
the news that his father was siain, Alex- 
ander went to his nurse and laid bis head 
upon her shoulder like a child. 

“Oh, Kitty,” he sobbed, ‘‘they have 
killed my father! They have killed my 
father !” 

She put her arms around him and spoke 
gently tohim, and aftera while he was 
comforted. He stroked herhead and taik- 
ed to her about the future, telling her to 
callhim Sarsha and to remember that he 
was not anemperor toher. Ah! that her 
influence might have followed and govern- 
edhim inthe years that were tocome! 
How many homes might have remained 
uublighted! how many hearts unbroken! 
The course of history might have been 
changed. 

AsI sat therelooking out upon the 
Greary waste of snow between the shores 
of the Neva and listening to the story of 
the Czar and his nurse, I noticed that the 
people were hurriedly gathering along the 
edges of the street below, as though a pro- 
cession were expected. A red Cossack 


galloped past the house, his crimson mantle 


streaming out behind him and a silver 
ecabbard dancing at his waist. His dark, 
Oriental face was alive with excitement, 
and he shouted an order to a policeman 
whocame running out from thecrowd. Po- 
licemen began to swarm along the street. 
-Even the tawny Laps abandoned their 
reindeer and came swiftly with moccasined 
feet towards the quay. I was just about 
to rise when the chasseur of the legation 
—gorgeous in gold lace and plumes—darted 
into the room and saluted the ambassador. 

**¥our Excellency,” he cried, **the Czar 
is coming along the quay on foot behind the 
hearse.” 

Then tirning to me : 

“*Now you can go and see for youreelf if 
the Czar can go among the pie or not.” 

In a few minutes I 8 ia the crowd 
on the quay and saw the solemn cortege 
pass slowly before me. First came the 
Greek friest and the crucifix; after him 
several black-robed men carrying lighted 
lamps on poles. Then came tte hearee. 
Behind it strode Alexander III. and his two 
brothers through the sodden slush, while 
the crowd made the sign of the cross. A 
few kneit down in the Eastern fashion and 
touched the saow with their foreheads 
The Czar towered above his brothers, his 
gtay coat buttoned closely about his buge 


| among them—so some one told me—seversl 
ladies of the imperial family. After them 
came a line sf catiages with the grand 
ducal livery, but they were all empty; 
| their owners were on foot. A few cavalry- 
men closed up the prucession. Not a note 
| of pomp distarbed the simple pethos of the 
| scene. The Czar was simply a man walking 
| humbly and reverently after the corpse of 
the woman who loved him. A single bell 
tolled somewhere in the distance and the 
sound came faintly through the white 
drizzle. My istvostchick knelt in thesnow 
| and began to pray. A hoarse, murmur ran 
| from mouth to mouth: ‘+The Emperor !” 
“*It is he!” ‘Sersha!” But the Czar 
looked neither to the right nor the left, 
The blurred heavens grew darker and the 
snow sifted over the plumed heerse. As 
the wind whipped around I could hear the 
chanting of the priest. 
It wag a long distance to the cemetery, 
| but the Czar walked every foot of the way. 
He sat in a pew of the Church of England 
for the first timeand made all the responses. 
I saw him again just.before he entered the 
cemetery, his great face wet with tears 
and his kead bowed. While they’ were 
| lowering the coffin into a frozen gap in the 
jground the gatekeeper of the cemetery 
epread @ piece of carpet —the only article 
ot luxury in his house—at the feet of the 
Czar, who sank upon his knees and bowed 
his head in prayer.

GERMAN ‘‘ ANGLOPHOBIA.” 


The Germans and English Are Net Likely 
te Fall Out. 

The so-called German ‘‘ Anglophobia” is 
the weedy growth of the somewhat rank 
and uncultured brains of a few irresponsible 
writers in the United States and Germany. 
It has no strength or subetantiality about 
it, and it will acon be cut down and wither 
There are hangers on of the press who put 
two and two together and find that they 
make not four, but twenty. TheGerman Em- 
peror has been polite to France. There was 
a little irritation over the Congo treaty. 
What more was necessary for journalists 
wao survey the world through very thick 
and very convex goggles! At once they 
favor us with the news that there is a 
growing feeling of coldness and irritation 
towards Engiand in the Fatherland. | 

There is on the contrary a very good 
understanding betweon the Germans and 
the English. They are not at all likely to 
fallout. A very large number of (:ermans 
live in England, and there follow out com- 
mercial and professional pursuits with great 
credit to themselves and amidst the good 

| will of their neighbors, The number of 
| German names in a London directory is a 
| surprising feature. In almost every large 
town they share in the commercial race for 
wealth. A communication is thus kept up 
between Britain and Germany of a social 
kind apart from business relations, which 
are large and comprehensive. Moreover, 
the Germans are a solid sort of substan- 
tial people who commend themselves to 
british notions. The domestic and literary 
ideals of the Germans and the English are 
very much akin, They both drink teer. 
The German “mperor is the Queen's grand- 
son. The Dowager Empress is Prince 
| Albert’s daughter. -Ask the average Cock- 
| ney about German ** Anglophobia” and he 
| will ask ‘‘ wot are yer givin us?” He will 
ask you if you happened to be at Cowes the 
other day and heard not only the aval 
salutes when the Emperor's yacht came in, 
tut the hurrahs of the peopie. 

The German Emperor has been behaving 
rather well lately, and the Britishers are 
disposed to be pleased with him. Some 
narrow-minded people suppose that he 
| cannot be pleasant to France without set- 
| ting John Bull’s back up. But British 

ple feel no irritability against France. 

his was one of the things that surprised 
that observer of human life, M. Zola. He 
candidly confessed that he did not expect 
to find, on his visit the other day, the good 
feeling towards the French people that was 
everywhere evident, Why then should 
| misunderstanding follow on kind offices 
between the German Emperor and the 
French nation? The well chosen and evi- 
dently heartfelt words in which the Kaiser 
| expressed his sorrow and condolence with 
| the French Liepublic upon the occasion of 
| the murder of President Carnot were no- 
| where more appreciated than in Englard, 
| nor was the kindly tact with which he 
| released the two French prisoners on the 
| occasion anywhere more admired. Perhaps 
| in no other country, too, was his call on 
| the widow of Chiselnurst better understood. 
| His visit to the mother of the dead Prince 
| Impeiral, who, ia 1879, in Zululand, did 
| what he could to efface the heritage of 
{shame he had received from Sedan, was 
| a eoldierly and delicate act which might be 
misconstrued elsewhere, but not in Eng- 
iland. There does not seem to be any 
| adequate hasis for this figment of German 
Angiophobia.

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SCIENCE NOTES. 


Prefessor Dolbear says electricity pos- 
sesses no virtue as such for the cure of dis- 
ease. It will make as bad ulcers as it will 
heal, and destroy life as complacently as 
Strychnine or the guillotine. 

The aerial within the limit of our 
vision is calcuiated to have a diameter of 
420,000,000 miles, and a circumference of 
1,329,742.000,000 miles. And this is only 
a fragment of the immensity of space. 


Late explorations have extended the 
length of the famous Adelsberg cave, in 
Austria, tosix miles, which is three tourths 
of a mile greater than the cave of Aggtelek 
in Hungary, until now regarded as the 
iargeat of the European caves. « 


It is not likely that earthquakes ever re- 
sult from electrical disturbances, and it has 
not yet been proved that tuey ever give rise 
to any such, though when large masses of 
rock are displaced, as in Japan in I891, 
slight local changesin magnetic curves have’ 
resulted. 


Though the petrel is swift the frigate 
bird is far swifter. Seamen generally be- 
lieve that the frigate bird can start at day- 
break with the trade winds from the coast 
of Africa and roost the same night upon the 
American shore. Whether this is a fact has 
not yet been conclusively determined, but 
it is certain that this bird is the swiftest of 
winged creatures, and is able to fly, under 
favourabie conditions,two hundred miles an 
hour. 


In Berlin there are several electrical 
victorias run by storage batteries, and 
guided by aman who sits inthe driver's 
seat. In Paris there are also three or four 
steam and electrical carriages which are 
permitted by ths authorities to travel over 
the streets, They apperently work with 
smoothness and certainty, roll along swiftly, 
and only frighten a fewhorses. in New 
York city there aretwo electric carriages 
which occasionally arouse the sightseers 
on Fifth avenue and in Cent park, 
but there is no general demand for convey- 
ances of this kind. 


M. Girard, chief of the Varis munici- 
pal laboratory, ia late researches concero- 
ing the bacilli of cholera and typhoid fever, 
has once more proved the efficacy of acids 
in destroying microbes. He finds citzic acid 
to be the most useful and powerful of all. 
One gramme, he says, added to a quart of 
tainted water, will destroy all the microbes 
that may be in it. Consequently, he recom- 
mends the use of paras, lemonade as an 
excellent beverage at all times, and 
ially during epidemics. If necessary, a 
little bicarbonate of soda can be added as a 
a of neutralizing the acidity of the 
lemon.

The sitting room was approached by a 
long, narrow passage, and presentiy—the 
tea service being laid—we heard the tap, 
tapof a regulartread approaching the room. 
Then foliowea a decided jab at the door, 
and in swept a magnificent peacock. No 
wonder, thought J, that in the early ages 
of chivalry the most solemn oath was teken 
on the peacock. 

Our visitor walked straight to my friend, 
looking around as if in search of something. 
She produced some fruit and cake, which 
he ate out of her hand, and then pecked 
up some crumbssoaked in nil from a saucer 
on the floor, I put forth my hand to caress 
him upon which he raised himself on his 
toes and uttered « shrill cry, repudiat- 
ing all my blandishmenis vigorously. 

**In the same manner he came every even- 
ing, remaining about half an hour. His 
atlection for his hoatess was evident, but | 
never got beyond his toleration. 

Two months afterward my friend left 
Hughenden, Subsequently she wrote me:

The Chinese Plague Pacillus 


Dr. Yersin, a pupil of the Pasteur In 
stitute in Paris, claims to have discovered 
the bacillus of the Chinese plague. Hise 
diagnosis corresponds with that given by 
Defoe of the plague which decitnated Lon- 
don in the reiga of CharlesII. According 
to Dr. Yersin, the period of incubation is 
short —from fonr to fivedays. The malady 
rans its fatal course within twenty-four 
hours after it declares itself, unless within 
that time its virulence sbates. Sometimes 
there are many ‘‘blind” boils, but more of- 
ten oneonly. The fever is continuous and 
accompanied by deliriam. If there is im- 
provement within tweuty-four hours, the 
boil softens and bresks on the fifth or sixth 


day. 

Br. Yersin lived for weeks among plague- 
stricken Uhinese, He found by post-mor- 
tem examinations, that the bacillus was |o- 
calized in the boil, the liver, and the spleen. 
He fcund it but rarely in the blood and in 
these few cases the were net num- 
erous. Mice inoculated with the virus 
died in twenty-four hours, while guines- 
igs died some in three days, some in six 
days after inoculation. A rat died in five 
days. The microbe can be easily cultivat- 
ed in gelatine, to which it gives a uniform 
white surface.

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CHILDREN PAY. 


THE PROVINCE OF QUEBEC PAYS A 
PREMIUM ON BIRTH. 


The Father of Twelve ic Entitled te One 
Mendred Acres of Goverament Landa, 
and as the Race ic a Prelife One, 
Many Wave Claimed the Prise. 


The Province of Quebec has a law pro- 
fessedly for the benefit of fathers of large 


| families, After being in operatien tour 


years these patriarchs deny that they are 
its beneficiaries. Its rewards, they claim, 
are bestowed on men of a lower order of 
merit, namely, on the father of medium- 
sized families. It is true thac the law pute 
the number of childsen entitling a father to 
a land bounty at the low minimum of 
twelve. The man who has a duzen childrea 
living has estatlished his title to a hundred 
acres of good fertile lana from the public 
domain. But there the premium on fami- 
lies begins and ends. A father may increase 
his claims on the gratitade of his province 
by raising another score of healthy chil- 
dren, but he will look in vain to the Gov- 


ernment for either prize or approbation. 
The father of thirty children gets 


NO LARGER GRANT 


than the father of only twelve. To the 
heads of the really populous families this 
naturally seems a violation of ‘proportion, 
if not of justice. Some of them may not 
be adept at figures, but they can Plainly 
sce that if atamily of twelve children is 
worth something to the province, a tamily 
of thirteen is worth more. They under- 
atand it to be the desire of the G.overament 
that they shall multiply and the 
land. Respect for that policy unitea with 
their own private wishes to induce them to | 
possess the land as they people it. They 
do not consider that such a policy is being 
carried out by land grants to medium-sized 
families. The fathers of large families— 
those numbering from a dozen and a kalf 
to thirty odd children—would like to see 
the law so amended that each child after, 
as well as the twelfth, would bring the 
father a few fair acres from the public 

. The majority would be satisfied 
with the extension of the present rate of 
allotment, that is one hundred acres for 
each twelve children. This ratio would 
not have a dangerous tendency to build ap 
an hereditary and territorial aris s 
as under it there would be few heirs of the 
State who would come in for more than 
three hundred acres. Of course, as the 
family evolved, the claims of sons upon the : 
public estate would be maturing, so that a 
considerable parcel of land might thus fa!l 
into the hands of 

THE SAME FAMILY. 

One family might ontstrip all 1ts neighbors 
in growth and in compass ot territory, and 
thus get a local ascen not otherwise 
to be reached. But it would fully replen- 
ish all of the earth it would thus come by, 
and that would not be more than enough 
to maictain sucha progeny. So far 1,742 
men have each received one hundred acres 
of land on the ground of their being the 
fathers of twelve or more living children. 
It is cupposed that there are still several 
who do not know of the law. If 100 acres 
had heen given, not for each of these 1,742 - 
families, but for every group of twelve 
childrea in their aggregate, there would 
have beena good deal more than 174,200 
acres divided up. With all its spare land, 
Quebec can hardly afford to be more gen- 
erous to its prolific citizens. There is no 
evidence that the present rate of distribu- 
tion retards the growth of p6pulation, and 
it is the growth. of population and the con- 
sequent perpetuation of race, language, 
traditions, and religion that the bounty w 
intended to promote. If there were no 
bounty Quebec would scarcely allow iteelf 
to fall into a second place as a land of large 
families.
